Court Brushes 
Aside Student 
Trial Issue 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Suprem e Court brushed aside 
today the idea that college dem- 
onstrators have a right to a 
"trial" before they can be sus- 
pended by officials for their ac- 
tivities. 


The ruling serves to uphold 


the disciplinary powers of ad- 
ministrators and bars extension 
to the college campus of the 
court's affirmance last month of 
the free-speech rights of passive 
grade-school demonstrators. 


Justice Abe Fortas, in a brief 


opinion, said that college stu- 
dents 
who 
engage 
in 
an 


"aggressive and violent demon- 
stration" are not protected by 
the First Amendment's guaran- 
tees. 


He distinguished the plea of 


10 ousted West Virginia college 
students from the case of the 
De Moines, Iowa, school chil- 
dren whose rights to wear black 
armbands protesting the Viet- 
nam war was upheld last month 
in a decision written by Fortas. 


The Iowa children, Fortas 


said, were involved in peaceful 
nondisruptive expression. The 
10 college students he said, 
were suspended "for violent and 
destructive 
interference with 


the rights of others." 


The 
students were ousted 


from Bluefield State College in 
Bluefield, W.Va., following a 
1967 demonstration termed "rio- 
tous" by school officials.

A heartbroken m o t h e r 


writes that her 2-year-old 
son awoke one m o r n i n g 
without any previous sign of 
illness and refused to swal- 
low because it hurt him. His 
temperature was elevated 
and by nightfall he was 
dead. The doctors who saw 
him said he died of edema 
and that it was common in 
preschool children. 


What this child had was 


an overwhelming fulminat- 
ing infection—not r e a l l y 
very common—that caused 
a sudden edema (waterlog- 
ging) of his lungs or epiglot-

normality of the pituitary. 
Vasopressin iPitressin), an 
extract of that gland, will 


not hurt your son. It must be 
given by injection but a 
newer synthetic product, 8- 
lysine vasopressin, can be 
given as a nasal spray. The 
fungicide your son took had 
nothing to do with his dia- 
betes. In some, but not all, 
cases this disease is out- 
grown. 


Q—Our daughter, 13, has 


Bell's palsy. Her face was 
partially p a r a l y z e d for 
a w h i l e but now the only 
residual effect is that her 
right eye rolls upward when 
she blinks. We were told that 
only time can help her. Is 
this true? What causes this 
disease? 


A—Bell's palsy a f f e c t s 


only one side of the face. 
It is caused by exposure to 
cold, a tumor pressing on 
the facial nerve or a virus 
infection in that nerve. Most 
victims recover 
spontane- 


ously and the fact that your 
daughter has shown some 
improvement already is an 
indication that she will re- 
cover completely. Full re- 
covery often takes two or 
three months. There is no 
other cure.

mous opinion, said the 1935 act 
gave authority only for 
the 


adoption of rules and regula- 
tions controlling the manufac- 
ture and sale of alcoholic bev- 
erages. 


The question has virtually be- 


come moot since the Arkansas 
Legislature this year passed 
and Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller 
signed into law a bill which 
would legalize the sale of mixed 
drinks in hotels, motels and res- 
taurants if approved by voters 
in a wet county in a local op- 
tion election.

aybe It's the urge of 
Spring —anyway we're at 
work on our 16th process 


colc-f production and expect to get 
It Into the newspaper In about 
two weeks. 


This assignment Is a tough one 


-photographing colorful birds 
Close up so the published pic* 
hires will show them big as life. 
Normal picture-snapping won't 
get the job done —you come up 
with photos that show a tree or 
a feeding station, but you have 
to look sharp to find the birds. 


Proper procedure is to use a 


telephoto lens and move in close 
regardless what the birds think 
about it. 
It's surprising how 


quickly they accept this intru- 
sion, after you've allowed them 
10 or 15 minutes to get accus- 
tomed to the camera's presence. 


In three sessions this week- 


end I shot 20 Ektachromes and 
got the films off to Dallas for 
processing, to be returned here 
by Wednesday -after which we 
will go to work making separa- 
tion negatives and press plates. 


Here's how the final 10 of those 


20 shots were made: A 4 by 5 
Speed Graphic camera was set 
up on a tripod 10 feet from the 
feeder station. With a 15-inch 
telephoto on the camera you we re 
capturing an 8-inch bird measur- 
ing at least 2 inches on the film. 
The darkroom enlarge r could 
then "blow up" the bird larger 
than life-size for publication. 


After the camera is set up 


you drop back 30 feet, wait for 
the birds to settle down, then 
fire the shutter with a remote 
control —a 
rubber 
tube and 


squeeze-bulb. 


You would think that an elec- 


tronic 
flash exploding just a 


few feet away would panic the 
birds for the rest of the day. 
But It's not so. Apparently the 
birds dismiss it as 
natural 


lightning. 


One Inconvenience,,,however, 


Is that with conventional equip- 
ment you have to come forward 
to the camera after each shot 
and recock the shutter and change 
the plate - holder. The birds 
scatter when you approach, but 
once your routine is established 
they return quickly. One of these 
days The Star will buy a bird- 
trap camera, complete with film 
magazine holding up to 250 shots, 
a motorized shutter, and elec- 
tric "photo eyes" which will 
fire the camera each time a 
bird breaks the beam of light 
in front of the feeder. That way, 
the camera will be taking pic- 
tures automatically while you're 
at work. The automatic photo- 
cell system is used on many wild- 
life applications —such as mak- 
ing night shots of wild deer visit- 
ing a remote salt station, pic- 
tures you have often seen in 
print. 
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Ray Pleads 
Guilty to 
King Murder

James Earl Ray pleaded guilty 
today to murdering Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. and agreed to 
accept a 99*year sentence In the 
Tennessee State Penitentiary. 


He said, however, that he did 


not agree with a theroy-appar- 
ently held by his own lawyer- 
thai there was no Conspiracy to 
assassinate King. But, he said, 
"I agree with the stipulation" to 
plead guilty. 


"I've never had hopes of any- 


thing except. . .to save 
this 


man's life." said Ray's lawyer. 
Percy 
Foreman of Houston, 


Texas. "It 
took me months to 


prove to myself. . .that it was 
not a conspiracy." 


Five witnesses then testified 


to the actual fact of King's slay- 
ing, at the Lorraine Motel here 
April 4,1968. This is necessary 
under Tennessee law in a case 
where the death penalty could 
be involved. 


Then, the jury must retire to 


go through the formality of set- 
ting the 99-year sentence. 


The jury was chosen from a 


venire picked two weeks ago, 
but the jurors themselves had 
no idea, a court spokesman 
said, that 
they would be as- 


signed 
to the Ray case until 


court began this morning. 


Criminal Court Judge Preston 


Battle 
asked Ray, 
who was 


called to the stand, whether he 
understock that his guilty plea 
meant he waived all rights to 
appeal. He also was asked If the 
decision to plead guilty was his 
own and of his won free will. 


"I agree with the stipulation," 


Ray 
said, and then 
told the 


judge he wanted to add some- 
thing. . 


Asked what it was, fey said 


he wanted to go on record as 
saying he did not agree with 
"the theory 
that there was no 


conspiracy." 


In Atlanta, Ga., the Rev. 


Martin Luther King, Sr., father 
of the slain civil rights leader, 
said he had no comment on 
Ray's plea. Mrs. Martin Luther 
King Jr., widow of the slain 
man, was reported to be out of 
the city 
and not immediately 


available.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The na- 
tion's total employment rose 
substantially

fifth 


straight month to 76.2 million in 
February 
and unemployment 


remained at a 15-year low of 3.3 
per cent, the Labor Department 
said today. 


"It occurred In almost all the 


industries," Asst, Commissioner 
Harold Goldstein of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said of the 
employment Increase 
totaling 


380,000 last month. 


The total of Americans at 


work had risen 1.6 million In the 
last 5 months, twice the rate of 
growth In the first nine months 
of last year, Goldstein said. 


The total employment figure 


of 76.2 million is an all-time 
high after adjustment for sea- 
sonal factors, he said. 


The total of unemployed in 


February was 2.9 million. About 
one-fourth of them were seeking 
only part time jobs.

WASHINGTON AP - T h e 


Supreme Court ruled today that 
a joint operating agreement be- 
tween the two daily newspapers 
In Tucson, Ariz., is illegal "be- 
yond peradventure of doubt." 


Justice William 0. Douglas, 


speaking for the court, said pool- 
ing of profits to a fixed ratio 
and an agreement not to engage 
in any other publishing business 
in Pima County clearly violate 
antiturst law. 


Moreover, he said the joint 


agreement could not be justified 
on the theory that It was neces- 
sary to save a failing company, 
the Tucson Daily Citizen. 


He said the evidence sustains 


the finding of a federal district 
court judge that In 1940, when 
the agreement was reached with 
operators of the Arizona Dally 
Star the company that publishes 
the Daily Citizen was not on the 
verage of going out of business.

Court Rules 
in Favor of 
Defendants 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Crim- 


inal defendants whose conversa- 
tions 
or 
"premises" were 


bugged by federal agents have a 
right to examine government 
transcripts and logs, the Su- 
preme Court ruled 5 to 3 today. 


This includes government re- 


cords relating to national secu- 
rity matters. The Justice De- 
partment has argued strenuous- 
ly against such action. 


The point of the examination 


by defense attorneys is to deter- 
mine if prosecution was built on 
Illegal eavesdropping. 


The government already had 


conceded its obligation to dis- 
close Illegal bugging If the bug- 
ging helped the prosecution. But 
it maintained this examination 
should be done by a federal 
Judge—not by the 
defendant's 


lawyers. 


The court, In an opinion by 


Justice Byron R. White, a for- 
mer Justice Department 
offi- 


cial, disagreed. He said If the 
bugging hearings "are to be 
more than a formality and peti- 
tioners (defendants) not left en- 
tirely to reliance on government 
testimony 
there 
should 
be 


turned over to them the records 
of those overheard' conversa- 
tions which the government was 
not entitled to use In building its 
case against them."

Rescued Miner 
Relaxes in 
Hospital Bed

LARK, Utah (A) - 
Tough, 


grizzled William "Buck" Jones 
relaxed In a hospital bed today, 
freed from the tiny cell of rock 
that held him captive deep in a 
Utah mountain for eight days. 


Jones, 61-year-old father of 11, 


was brought to safety Sunday 
night by rescuers who had tun- 
neled tediously through 25 feet 
of rock to his cubicle. 


After an emotional reunion 


with his big family at the mine 
entrance, Jones was whisked 20 
miles to a Salt Lake City hospi- 
tal for examination and rest. He 
looked weary, but obviously was 
in high spirits. 


"I want a shower!" he shout- 


ed. "I think I need it." The echo 
rang down the hospital corridor. - 


He got a bath instead. Then 


he shaved himself, had a dinner 
of ham and eggs and watched a 
television replay of his rescue. 


A 
hospital spokeman said 


there would be no Immediate in- 
terviews. 


It was a tearful, joyful scene 


when the tunnel train carrying 
Jones to safety reached the sur- 
face after a 4V2 -mile ride from 
the shaft 
in which he 
was 


trapped by a cave-in March 1. 


A cheer went up from more 


than 300 persons crowding the 
tunnel opening, including Jones' 
entire family. Her eyes glisten- 
ing, Mrs. Jones cried, "Buck, 1 
love you:" His children shouted, 
"Hi, dad:" 


"Hello, mother," the weary, 


bearded Jones said to his wife. 
Then the two spent a private 
moment In the covered mine 
car before fellow miners carried 
him to an ambulance. 


"His kisses were very dusty," 


said 
daughter Velma Jones. 


Mrs. Jones said he was "very 
tired" but had laughed and 
talked with her. 


A nurse said Jones did not ap- 


pear to have any cuts or bad 
bruises, but had "awfully red 
knees, probably from having to 
kneel a lot." 


Jones's quarters were about 5 


feet wide, and only high enough 
for him to crouch in. 


The rescue climaxed days of 


danger and frustration for work- 
ers who risked their own lives in 
the narrow shaft of the lead, 
zinc and silver mine. 


Officials had feared a new 


cave-in 
which 
could 
have 


crushed Jones and taken the 
lives of his rescuers. 


A direct route through the 12- 


to-15 feet of mud and rock which 
sealed Jones in the tunnel was 
abandoned after four days be- 
cause of cave-in danger. An at- 
tempt to drill an escape tunnel 
with diamond bits also ran into 
problems, The rescue was final- 
ly made through a tunnel which 
workers 
began c h o p p i n g 


through solid rock Thursday. 


Rescuers had to pull Jones 


through a passageway less than 
two feet, wide, but he was far 
from helpless. 


"He came right down a ladder 


by himself," said rescuer Walt 
Graham. Another rescuer, Jack 
Clancy, said, "He believes God 
saved him. Nobody is going to 
change his mind on that." 


Jones was trapped when the 


side of a tunnel in which he and 
another miner were working 
caved in. The other miner, Ger* 
aid Charles, 25, jumped free. 


For 3'/2 days, there was only 


silence 
as 
rescue 
workers 


picked slowly through the rub» 
ble. Then Jones startled them 
Wednesday morning by calling 
out: 


"When are you going to get 


me out of here?' 


Late Sunday night, Jones was 


watching television in his hospi- 
tal room when be saw a visitor 
in the hall.
